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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest making a piezoelectric element 
comprising a piezoelectric film formed by gas deposition comprising ejecting ultra-fine particles 
of a piezoelectric material toward a substrate and applying a potential difference between the 
ejecting device and the substrate or between an electrode in the vicinity of the ejecting device 
and the substrate to apply an electric field to polarize the particles to forma deposited film wit 
dipoles oriented I the direction of the electric field whereby the potential difference is provided 
by an external power supply and a current limiting circuit provided on the external power source 
or between the external power source and the ejecting device to prevent flow of excess current 
and eliminate electrical discharge. This prevents precipitation/decomposition of the piezoelectric 
material into a conductive film and not the desired piezoelectric film (specification [0030]- 
[0031]).
